Secretary Cridlin is to be complimented on his plan for a series of 
entertainments to begin early in October, to be known as "Vahispa" 
entertainments, and which are composed of ten minute essays on the 
four periods of our history — Colonial, Revolutionary, Confederate and 
World War. These entertainments will familiarize those who attend 
with the most important events in the history of our State — some of 
which we've forgotten — some of which we've perhaps never known.
